A  SOCIAL  SERVICB  EXCHANGE 


Bxperlenee  appean  to  have  proved  that  m  any 

community  where  social  .service  work  is  carried 
out  the  operation  of  an  exchange  is  most  bene- 
ficial. This  rabjeet  of  an  OTrhange  la  dealt  with 

exhaustively  by  Mi.v>  N.  Bttlly  liolir  In  the  April 
number  of  the  magazine,  Social  Welfare,  of  Tor- 
onto. Miss  Idohr  Is  secretary  of  the  Toronto 
Koclal  Service  FxchaiiKc  and  what  she  says  con- 
stitutes a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  the  co- 
ordinating of  the  work,  an  argument  which  might 
\M  1!  b  applied  In  Victoria  whore  .so  many 
hundreds  of  cases  are  dealt  wltli  annually. 

In  effect  an  exchange  Is  for  the  purpose  of 
dealing  with  all  cases  calling  for  the  benefits  of 
social  service  in  aajr  community.  It  is  not  simply 
for  the  registration  of  those  families  receiving 
relief  but  for  all  families  and  individual...  to 
whom  any  social  agency  gives  any  form  of  serv- 
ice— whether  advice,  guidance,  protection,  health 
gupervislon  and  education,  finding  employment, 
care  of  children,  material  relief,  etc."  All  these 
cases  should  be  registered  at  an  exchange.  One 
ghirpoaa  of  tha  exchange  is  described  as  protect- 
Int;  those  families  and  Individuals  to  whom 
social  agencies  offer  any  kind  of  service.  Through 
ilagistratlon.  for  Instance,  a  family  to  whom  one 
agency  l.s  ^ivinf^  .service  is  saved  from  interfer- 
ence and  unnecessary  questioning  by  other  social 
workert.   Tha  axehanga  avolda  dopUcatlon  of 

effort  and  overlapping  of  serrlcaa.  It  CO-ordl- 
nates  the  work  of  social  agencies  for  the  benefit 
ef  their  clients  "and  works  out  a  plan  of 

constructive  treatmant."  TlMia  are  ttia  fov- 
erning  principles. 

It  would  be  Interesting  if  social  workers  in  all 

organizations  in  Victoria  would  study  these  prin- 
ciples in  relation  to  the  article  on  the  subject 
written  by  Miss  Mohr,  and  come  to  a  decision  to 
adopt  adva-r  that  If  put  into  practice  will  save 
time,  effort  and  money.  In  effect  it  is  obvious 
that  the  operation  of  an  exchange  is,  a.s  Miss 
Mohr  says,  "an  indispensable  tool  In  the  work- 
shop of  any  social  worker  in  any  of  the  larger 
communities  today  ••••••  and,  Its  success  de- 
pends on  mutual  trust  and  confidence  between 
.<!ocial  agencies,  on  the  qualifications  of  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  exciiange  and  on  the 
Ideals  of  thoaa  reapanatble  for  ti."

Iftieh,  If  not  all,  of  our  WcRtern  philn.sophy 
is  darlTed  from  Greece.  It  was  the  Greeks  who 
firat  aaked  the  ultimate  questions — ^What  are 
matter  and  form  and  motion,  what  i.s  ju.stire.
